The American and Canadian boun- 
dary linee are In oonfliot aa to 7.8 milM 
of tmitatj along tha Tnkon rirer on 
CiMflait and weat Una. The diapnted 
tvtltorj ambraces the month of FOrtjr 
Xileoraek, to which aocen ia had to the 
iftfvaUa daoer miuea at the head of that 
■iNam. The Canadian police, in cany- 
ing ont their instractiona, will doabtless 
aaaome jorisdiction np to the lines of the 
Oa — d l a a anrvey, and several thousand 
American miners who will be in that 
regriou nhortiy will ba anbject to their 
authority. 

Secretary Olnpy, it is thoagllt, In view 
of the more or less soriona character of 
the sitnatif)!!, will make K>n;o •■ffort to 
briiii^ up the dispute at tlie hichiiiiK sea 
convention lu^xt weok. 

In CUM' of trouble along tl.f frontior 
in tli't Yuko" mining vepon tlio Unitud 
St;ir('S district attcrnoy at Sitka has tlie 
auil'.nrity to employ dt'i)uty marshals to 
preserve law and order, but it wnnld 
take scvi i al Mionths for tlie news of th>< i 
disturbance to reach him at Sitka and 
for his (jrders to be raniea into efl'et't.

ONLY A RAVINE FIRE. 

Ninolc* In th* Olympic .UoantitiBiiN*t Wtmm 
a T*l«nM«. 

Port Townsbnd, Wash., Oct. 29.— 
The explo:ing party which went into 

the Olymjiic mountains >;eeki;icr evi- 
dences of alleged volcjinic fires lia> le- 
tiirued after an unsuccessful tiij). Tiii y 
rea' hed the samniit of the first ran(.^e 
and asccit:i i'led that the smoLo and 
tiames enian.ited fiom a deep lavine 
leading down from tbe inonntain pp:ik 
and wMch was filled \\iU\ dejul timber. 

In th' same mviiie is a leud of liirnite 
c<!al, which was ignited, and as the fire 
follov.iKl up the vein, caving Ixiwlders 
fulling earth caused the flames to ascend 
similar to voieanic fires. In the last few 
days the flumes almoet subsided, thonirrh 
vast volumes of amoke continue to roll 
ui)ward. After ooii\i»icing themselves 
of the cause and origin of the fires they 
hurriedly returned to Port Towuaeud. '

The 
regul.itiuiis wore soon comjilete. how- 
ever, tliat none but lawyers, witne.-ses, 
juroiTi and news})aper representatives 
were jM>rinitted to pass the cordon of jx)- 
lice which toimed uba) i ier across the 
entrance to the particular coiridor. lead- 
ing to the coui'troom, and the fori'cof 
court officers, who guarded ever,v en- 
tiaiice til the rcHini. This prevented un- 
due ( rowdiJig, altli(>nf,'li every si'at in 
the big room was rK-cupied. The gen- 
eral public will be admitted to the ca- 
pacity of the tjallery, which will seat 
alH)nf r){)0. when the taking of the testi- 
mony is liivun. 

The day's proceedinjjs bi^ran wiien 
Messrs. Shoemaker ami Rot.m moveil 
for a f'lO (i;;ys' continuance on tlic Krouiul 
of lately ois'-oveied evidence. This w;is 
promptly refused, as was also their mo- 
tion for a continuance tor one day. 
Finding tli« jndge inexorable, they, as a 
last resort, deidared thiit they would 
withdi aw from the case.

He declared that he would 
not place hia life in tlie handa of two 
young men who knew the caae only by 
hearsay, and eventnolly when Lia per- 
sonal eutreatiea for a noatponement were 
ref oaod, he declared that ne wonld him- 
aelf tnr the caae. Meanwhile he ex- 
preaaed a desire to aeoure the aervicea of 
Attommr R. O. Moon, bnt that gentle- 
man, after learning from the jndge that 
he oonld not obtain a mntinuikuce, de- 
fined to accept the grave rospoiisibility. 

The aeloction of a jnrr oonanmed sev- 
eral honra, Holmea freely cxercisiug his 
prerogatiTe of challenge, and after 12 
men nad been aecnrod, a recess waa 
taken.

Mr. tierinain mentions the fact tli.it 
(lerman indu.-trials coin i lain of the 
heavy tax involved m tiic paym 'nt of 
the insurance, but the rejiort indicafes 
that the nation is us a whole promt of 
the institution. The Germans are the 
pioneeis in this datis of insnrance. bat 
Austria has partially followed suit and 
Switzerland is now engaged in foin.u- 
latii.g a labor ie.surance law, Mr. der- 
maiu .says that Sweden una Nol^^ay and 
Great littitaiu also contemplate the adop- 
tion tiie German system.

— In the chamber of 
deputies M. Kouiuiet, who has been 
prominent in exposing thoae who werr, 
connected with the Panama canal and 
Sontfaem railroad ayndicatps, qnesdoned 
the ffovamment regarding the Sonth of 
Framoe railroad scuidal, u being alleginl 
that a number of aenators, depntlflB and 
othera, haTe made large proflta ont of 
theoompanj by fair or unfair means. 

Ue dedired that the good repute of par- 
liamant waa involved and aaked for ex- 
planatkoa aa to thepartiality which had 
been idiown toward thoae involvt>d in 
the acandala, claiming thnt the nnthori- 
tiea had been afraid to prosecnte them 
becatiae the deputiea and Hen.\torH in- 
volved with the late Bijron Reinach, c f 
Panama canni i'ame, had dispoM><l of 
8,8M,000 fhuica in Ueviooa ways and on 
behalf of the Bonthem railways he de- 
manded that the miniater of juMtice, M. 
Traiieux, pablish the dociimentp in the 
case which were in his possession aud 
which wonld thoroughly enlighten on 
the subject. 

M. Binder, a meml)er of the Right, 
then charL-'eii the ii:iiiister of justice 
with culiii'.i ie leni- ncy, and dei:ianded 
that the guilty jiarties be puiiislied.
